Persons who rely upon domestic 
filters to purify water for household 
use will be interested to learn that, 
on the authority of the state board of 
health of Maryland, such filters may 
steadily lose efficiency until they be- 
come first-rate culture beds for bac- 
teria, says the Sanitarian. An exam- 
ple cited is that in the case of a man 
m Baltimore who sends the whole wa- 
ter supply of his house through a 
large filter and subsequently puts his 
drinking water through one of the 
small domestic niters common in the 
market. A test showed that on a day 
when the city taps were running 510 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter the 
large filter was delivering 9,900 bac-

WHERE BEECHER 1 

Famous Divine Won His Wife tn Pantry 
of a Farm House. 

Ilenry Beecher Bullard ia Just en- 
tering upon his thirty-first year a» 
post master and proprietor of the vil- 
lage store in West Sutton, Mas*. Mr. 
Buliard is well known in burineM and 
political circles tb rough Worcester 
count)', but it is not generally known, 
saya the Worcester (Alass.) Telegram, 
that his name, Henry Beecher, was 
given to him by his uncle, Henry 
Ward Beecher. 

Mr. Bullard was born in Holden 
April 9, 1839, and when the question 
of naming the child came up tbe cele- 
brated Brooklyn divine said: "I would 
like you to name the boy Henry 
Beecher, and if you do I will give him 
a (irst-clas* education." The name 
was given him, and his. uncle watched 
and waited for the time when the lad 
should be old enough to leave the pa- 
rental roof and begin the promised ed- 
ucation. 

When the boy Henry was five year: 
of age hi* parents moved to the Bol- 
lard farm in West Sutton. The elder 
Bullard was a poor man, and hi* three 
sons, Ira, Henry and Franklin, had 
to work early and late to help carry 
on the 180-acre farm. 

When a small lad Henry huih fire; 
and took care of the village school 
house winters, receiving ninepence a 
week. When ten years* of age Henry 
and his brother Ira, two years older, 
began hauling wood from a forest 
three miles away, each lad having the 
management of a team, one of which 
was two paire of oxen, the other one 
pair and a hors-e. This work was fol- 
lowed, when other farm duties would 
permit, for seven year 

When Henry reached the age of 15 
Henry Ward Beecher wrote to the 
father that he was ready to fulfill his 
promise, and requested- that the boy 
be sent to Brooklyn to become a mem- 
ber of Mr. Beechcr's family, attend a 
preparatory- school and later enter col- 
lege. The elder Bullard had taught 
district schools, and must have real- 
ized the value of a thorough educa- 
tion, but, feeling the need of his sen's 
help, he vetoed the plan of Mr. Beech- 
er, and, instead of a college educa- 
tion, Henry received only the benefit 
of the district school winters until 
he was 17 years of age. 

The father gave each of his eons his 
ne at the age of 17, and when Henry 
reached that age he worked for his 
father, the first year receiving $100 
and board. There being no money in 
the family treasury, the son took the 
parental note for the year's wages and 
went to Oxford, where ho passed a 
year in the employ of Franklin F. Sib- 
ley, working 16 hours a day and re- 
ceiving therefor $12 a month. When 
Henry was 20 his father was in feeble 
health and he returned to the farm. 

The Bullard farm is one of the most 
interesting landmarks to visitors, it 
being the girlhood home of Mrs. Hen- 
ry Ward Beecher and the scene of her 
marriage to the young clergyman who 
afterward became the most noted di- 
vine of his day. 

The house, a large two-story frame 
structure, was built in 1767, and came 
into the possession of the Bullard fam- 
ily in 1805. The present owner, H. B. 
Bullard, keeps the boose in perfect re- 
pair, but the parlor whore Eunice W. 
Bullard married Henry Ward Becch- 
er,and the room abovc.which was hers-, 
remain unchanged, the paper upon 
the walls having survived the dust of 
over 80 years 1 . 

In the later years of her life Mrs. 
Beecher made frequent visits to her 
girlhood home, aud on each of these 
occasions she wrote the name and the 
date of her visit on the wall paper of 
the room where she and Mr. Beecher 
'd to sit in their courting days. The 
last of these visits was in the summer 
of 1895, when she was accompanied 
by llev. Lyman Abbott. For some 
time Mr. Amasa Bullard opposed Mr. 
Becher's attentions to his daughter 
Eunice, on the ground that the young 
man's financial prospects were not 
what he wished for his daughter's hus- 
band. Mr. Beecher was wont to tell 
that he did his courting in the pantry 
of the Bullard house while tho fair- 
Eunice was making pastry for the 
family table. Among the niilkpans 
and shelves of tarts they enjoyed their 
communion of hearts, that thej might 
out of the way of the fat 1 i t. Mr. 
Beecher alluded to this in his later 
ife when making nn address- at the 
ipening of Hampden park, Spring- 
field, thus: "I love to lie hero among 
the farmers. I love the farm, and I 
love the farm pantry, as it was there 
T began my courtship." 

Near the house stands a wide- 
preaduig elm, which Mr. Beecher 
aid he had in mind when writing his

There are good busiaes* reasons for 
expecting more young men to venture 
into mercantile and industrial enter- 
prises during the present year than 
have done so in the last five or six 
years all told> Present btttweea con- 
ditions throughout the country and 
the constant expansion in all line: 
notably ia all departments of the dry- 
goods trade — will certainly be a pow- 
erful incentive toward new basinc 
ventures.

They are the sum and 
iubstancc of all the teachings of cen- 
turies of prosperous effort by the 
greater commercial race on the face 
of the earth. 

The merchants of the United States 
are again facing great opportunities, 
and thousands of young men 
about to face these opportunities for 
the first time. Upon all we would 
urge the vital importance of the "ml 
of three" in the successful conduct of 
any business enterprise, large oi 
small, distributive or manufacturing. 
If you expect to succeed in business— 
if you expect to be able to compete 
with your neighbors and finally ac- 
quire a competence for' yourself — 
adopt the rules of promptness, thor- 
oughness and reliability. Choose now 
between them and failure, for there 
is no other choice. 

Be prompt yourself, and require 
every man, woman and child identi- 
fied with your enterprise in any way. 
however remote, to be prompt in 
everything they undertake in relation 
to your business. Be thorough your- 
self, and set the example to all asso- 
ciated with you. It is not enough tc 
be thorough part of the time, or only 
when you feel well and are in a good 
humor. Be thorough aU the time in 
everything pertaining to your busi- 
ness. No item is so small that you can 
afford to slight it. Thoroughness and 
promptness must l>e two of thewatch- 
words of any man's career as a suc- 
cessful merchant or manufacturer. 
And the third, no less important, 
must be fidelity to hispromises. 

Be sure never to permit yourself, 
under any circumstances, or to permit 
any of your employes or representa- 
tives, to make a business promise to 
your customers that you cannot faith- 
fully execute. Lose the sale — lose the 
customer, if necessary — but nevei 
make a promise that you cannot keep. 
Let rule number three be a sacred 
watchword in your store, like the oth- 
er two rules that go with it. Be care- 
ful about saying what you will do, 
and then always do what you say you 
will. The young men who, by hun- 
dreds and thousands, will go into va- 
rious kinds of business enterprise* 
during this year and next, should en- 
grave these words on their business 
brains: Bo prompt, be thorough, be 
sure to keep vour promises. — Chicago 
Dry Goods Reporter.

The time is undoubtedly coming 
very rapidly when the isolation of the 
farmer will become mitigated, owing 
to "nerighbnrhood telephone lines," 
by means of which they can com- 
municate with each other without 
reference to the condition of the roads 
or press of work.
